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I. 

Plaintiffs filed this cause on June 1 , 1994. Defendants

Moreover, under Texas law, counsel for 
Plaintiffs are precluded from serving process on Defendants. As this 
manner of service of citation is wholly deficient, this Motion to 
Quash should be sustained as a matter of law. 

III. 

ORIGINAL ANSWER OF DEFENDANTS 
(SUBJECT TO MOTION TO QUASH) 

This Original Answer of Defendants is filed subject to and 
without waiving Defendants' Motion to Quash. Pursuant to Rule 92 of 
the Texas Rules of Civil Procedure, Defendants generally deny each 
and every allegation made by Plaintiffs and demand strict proof 
thereof by a preponderance of the evidence as required by law. 

WHEREFORE, Defendants pray that the Court sustain this 
Motion to Quash and enter an order quashing service of process. 
Subject to Defendants' Motion to Quash, Defendants pray that 
Plaintiffs take nothing by reason of their claims and that Defendants 
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recover their costs of suit and further relief to which they may be 
entitled.
